President Roosevelt attended 
the wedding, which coincidentally 
was on St, Patrick's day and the day 
of a big Tammany parade.

from the parade and the president 
had to cross Fifth avenue to get to 
the church. 
Again coincidentally he crossed 
the avenue just at the height of 
Tam m any’s 
march, 
so 
the story 
goes, and the crowds saw **T. R.“ 
Thereupon the crowd turned its 
back on Tam many and followed the 
president to the church. 
It is said th at Tam any marched 
with but a small audience for some 
distance 
The president also virtually stole 


the wedding from the bride and 
bridegroom, for the wedding guests 
probably paid more attention to him 
than to the young couple.

Roosevelt Longworth, daughter of 
the president, was a bridesmaid. 
It was at H arvard that “T. R," as­ 
sumed large proportions in Frank­ 


lin's mind. 
W hether the dram atic 


figure of his distant relative in the 


white house turned him definitely 


to politics is not known, but It was a 


great influence, and only shortly 
after graduation he entered the race 
for senator from Dutchess county.

There were fights

winning, sometimes losing. 
His mother saw to it that Frank­

swered, Even before the age of ten 
he was schooled 
in 
foreign lan­ 
guages by tutors on the old 500- 
acre Roosevelt estate in Hyde park. 
He made several trips abroad with 
his mother, who always took along 
one of his playmates. 
Once while yet a youth he sailed 
a boat all the way to Eastport, Me., 
from New York harbor, In a squall. 
He wanted to be a sailor; so much 
so in fact that arguments flew thick 
and fast in the family as to whether 
he might seek entrance to the U. S. 
Naval academy at Annapolis. 
Attended Harvard 
His mother’s will prevailed and 
instead he went to Groton, a pre­ 
paratory school, thence to Harvard 
and a law degree, into politics and 
now 
into

democratic presi- 
| dential nomination. He might have 
been a naval officer, but his moth- 
j er’s direction may make him presi-

He 
was 
a tall 
and 
handsome 
youth when he was graduated from 
Harvard, regarded as a catch by 
many a young lady, but his choice 
went back to childhood to a girl he 
had known then. 
She was Anna Eleanor Roosevelt,

ARRESTS MADE 
OF EMPLOYERS 


Two Arrested For Failing To 
Comply With Workmen’s 
Compensation Aet. 


The first of a series cf prosecu­ 
tions to be instituted in Philadel­ 
phia by the departm ent of labor and 
industry, against employers who fail 
to comply with the provisions of the 
W orkmens Compensation act, has 
resulted in holding two cases for 
the grand jury under $400 bail, 
Dr. A. M. Northrup, secretary of 
labor and industry, announced to­ 
day. The employers held are Meyer 
Barankin. proprietor of a butcher 
shop, and Louis Zakroff, owner of 
a bakery. W arrants have teen sworn 
out for two others. 
These cases mark the beginning 
of a number of prosecutions against 
employers who have failed to ob­ 
serve the requirements of the com­ 
pensation act and who have disre­ 
garded the notices issued by the 
department of labor and Industry, 
warning of prosecution for failure to 
comply 
with 
the 
law, 
Secretary 
Northrup said. 
Requirements 
The Workmen’s Compensation act 
requires that every employe in the 
state except farm hands, domestic 
servants, and those engaged in cas­ 
ual employment be covered by com­ 
pensation insurance unless exemp­ 
tion has been secured from the bu­ 
reau of workmen’s compensation. 
The campaign for enforcement of 
the act has had excellent results, as 
shown by the addition of 3925 new 
insurance policies issued since Janu 


ary I, 1932, when the drive was first 
launched, 
according 
to 
Doctor 
Northrup. 
Some employers, how­ 
ever, still prefer to run the risk of 
fine and imprisonment and the in­ 
currence of compensation 
awards 
which may be ruinous to finances in 
the vain hope of saving the small 


cost of insurance. 
“The time for leniency is past,” 
Doctor Northrup asserted. 
“Ample 
warning has been given to all em­ 
ployers and in justice to them as 
well as to employes there will be 
no let-up in the efforts of the de­ 
partm ent to enforce the law.”
